Your postmaster will tell you 
which zone from New York you are in. Mailing weight of 
beans, corn and peas is two pounds per quart.

HINTS ON PLANTING SEED 

TIME TO PLANT. As the time for planting differs according to location, and our 
customers live in so many different latitudes, we cannot give a different time for each 
place, so instead of giving a definite time we will call A, the time when things should be 
started in the house, window garden, or hot bed, which is from six to eight weeks before 
it is time to set them in the garden, or about Feb. 15th in latitude of New York. B, 
which is just as soon as the ground is dry enough to work in the Spring, and C, which 
is when the ground warms up and all danger of frost is over, or the time known as 
“Corn Planting Time.” 

RULES FOR PLANTING. A good general rule for planting seed out of doors is 
to cover it from five to eight times its own thickness, covering it lighter in clay soil 
than in sandy soil. Sowing in boxes, or fiats in the house or hot bed, cover about 
three times its own thickness. 

To prepare the boxes for sowing seed, take a box about four inches deep, and 
twelve to eighteen inches square, and bore quarter inch holes in the bottom for drain- 
age. Take 1/3 Rex Humus (leaf mold will do) 1/3 good garden soil, and 1/3 well 
rotted stable manure, mix thoroughly together and sift through a fine sieve, fill the 
boxes even full, and press lightly with a small piece of board. Sow the seed thinly 
on top of this soil and sift a light covering of Rex Humus over them, about two or three 
times the thickness of themselves and press lightly again. After the seed comes up, and 
the plant is out of the seed leaf, transplant to boxes, prepared as before, setting the 
plants one inch apart each way. Be sure to water very lightly from the time the seed 
is sown until after the plants are

Give frequent but shallow cultivation until the plants 
make runners so long that this is impracticable. If bugs appear, dust with slug-shot or with 
lime and ashes. Allow no fruit to ripen on the vines as this stops their bearing.

LETTUCE 

Culture. Sow 6030, 6120, 6230, 6340 
and 6350 in hotbeds in March, and these 
as well as all the other varieties in the 
open ground as soon as it can be 
worked, and transplant in rows 8 inches 
apart and rows 1 foot apart. Sow in 
two weeks’ time again for a succession; 
also Cos sorts. Latter part of August, 
sow any of the varieties. In October 
some of these may be planted in frames, 
to head in winter and early spring. One 
ounce is sufficient for 1,000 plants or 
300 feet in rows. Sow V 2 to 1 inch deep 
— if under glass, hi inch. Always sow 
thinly and thin out well, or the plants 
will not be strong. The last spring 
sowing had better be grown where 
sown, being thinned out to 6 to 8 inches 
apart. Cos Lettuce may be sown in a 
hotbed early in the year and trans- 
planted to a coldframe, so as to have 
good plants to set out at the opening of 
the ground. Lettuce requires good 
ground, enriched with thoroughly rotted 
manure, and well pulverized. The after- 
culture should be close and careful, to 
secure the best results. Lettuce sel- 
dom, if ever, heads well in hot weather.

MUSKMELON 

Select a light, rich, sandy soil, and, after all 
danger of frosts is over and the ground has be- 
come warm and dry, plant in hills 4 to 6 feet 
apart each way, six to twelve seeds to a hill. 
When up and all danger of insects has passed, 
pull out all but three plants. Cultivate until 
the vines cover the ground, and pinch the ends 
of the growing shoots to induce early fruiting. 
Ashes, lime, or even dry roaddust, are excellent 
to sift over young plants when the dew is on, 
to prevent the attacks of insects. For sucking 
insects, use kerosene emulsion. A few hills for 
early use may be had by sowing in hotbeds, on 
pieces of sod or in pots. The seed may also be 
started out-of-doors under hand-frames or glasses. 
It is quite important that proper soil be selected 
for growing Muskmelons. The hills should have a 
mixture of well-rotted manure and a fertilizer 
fairly strong in potash and phosphoric acid dug 
into them. Or the center of the hill may be 
removed and a bushel of compost spaded in, cov- 
ering with a few inches of earth. The melon- 
patch should be cultivated regularly after each 
rain and all weeds removed.

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PEAS 

For early peas the soil should be light and 
warm, but for general crop a moderately heavy 
soil is better. Fresh manure and very rich or wet 
mucky soil should be avoided, as they cause a 
rank growth of vine at the cost of the quality 
of the peas, furthermore such soil is often the 
cause of early sorts maturing unevenly. 

Sow as early as possible a few of some early 
variety in warm, quick soil, prepared the fall 
before, planting in double rows six to eight inches 
apart and two and one-half to four feet between 
the double rows. The general crop can be delayed 
until later, but we have met with better success 
from sowing all the varieties comparatively early, 
depending for succession upon selecting sorts that 
follow each other in maturity. 
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The peas will give quicker returns if covered 
only one inch deep and where earliness is most im- 
portant they may be treated in that way. Larger 
pods and more of them will be produced if the 
seed be planted in trenches three to six inches 
deep and covered with only one or two inches of 
soil. When the plants are five or six inches high 
fill the trench level with the surface. This will 
secure deep rooting, prevent mildew and prolong 
the bearing season. If the peas be covered to 
the full depth at first, or if water be allowed to 
stand in the trenches they will not germinate or 
grow well. 

The wrinkled varieties are more sensitive to 
cold, wet weather than the smooth seeded sorts 
but are of superior quality. All varieties growing 
more than one and one-half feet do better if 
staked up or brushed when four to six inches high. 
This support is usually given by sharpened 
branches of trees set between the double rows. 
The crop should be gathered as fast as it is fit 
for use. If even a few pods begin to ripen, not 
only will new pods cease to form, but those partly 
advanced will stop growing.

RHUBARB 

Sow seed in a coldframe, in a fine, rich, sandy 
loam, about the first of March, in drills 4 inches 
apart. Keep the frames covered during the nights 
and cold days, so that the soil will not freeze, 
and in six to eight weeks the plants will be large 
enough to set in the open ground. Transplant 
to a rich and deep soil, and set in rows 12 inches 
apart and 12 inches in the row. The following 
spring transplant again to a permanent location, 
setting 4 to 5 feet apart. In good soil, Rhubarb 
is ready to use the second year from seed. When 
roots are set out, plant them 4 to 5 feet apart 
each way, and keep weeds down. If roots are 
used, a crop may be had after one season, which 
is much better than sowing seed where only a 
few plants for family use are needed. In the 
fall, the bed should have a thick dressing of 
coarse manure, to be spaded under in spring. 
Three- or four-year-old roots may be taken up 
in the fall and forced in the cellar for winter use.

RADISH 

Sow as soon as the ground is dry in the spring, 
in rows 8 to 12 inches apart, and V 2 inch deep, 
every week or 10 days for a succession up to the 
middle of June, after which they are but little 
used unless a cool northern spot can be had, 
where the ground is shaded during a part of 
the day. They should be sown in light, rich soil, 
as a crisp Radish cannot be produced in heavy 
soils. Sow also in early fall for late crops and 
winter use. Sow 8 to 10 pounds to the acre; 
1 ounce for 100- to 125-foot row. Radishes 
should be eaten when quite small; it is a mistake 
to let them grow too long and too large. This 
applies particularly to the French Breakfast and 
small turnip-shaped sorts.

Do not sow the seed in spring until lasting warm weather is assured. A warm, mellow, well- 
manured soil suits them best. The seed should be planted in hills about 4 feet apart each way for the 
bush varieties and marrows, and 10 to 12 ft. apart each way for the running varieties. Plant 12 
to 15 seeds in each hill to offset any loss by insects or disease. When danger of such loss is 
past, thin to three or four plants to the hill. Winter sorts may be planted with corn, using four or 
five seeds in every fourth or fifth hill at the same time the corn is planted. 1 oz. of seed will 
plant 50 hills of the early sorts, and 30 hills of the later varieties; 5 to 6 lb. is required to the acre.

TOMATO 



Sow in a hotbed in early spring, about % inch deep, or the seed may be sown in shallow 
boxes and placed in a window when one does not wish to have the trouble of making a hotbed. (See 
directions for preparing boxes on page 3.) One ounce will produce 1,500 to 2,000 plants. Transplant 
to the open ground when all danger of frost is past, setting the plants 3 to 4 feet apart each way. 
Soil should not be wet, but should have a good supply of moisture. It should be deep, with plenty 
of well-rotted manure. Avoid any nitrogenous food, and dress the plants only once or twice lightly 
with manure water or Complete Manure. Fruit may be had several weeks earlier by sowing seed 
quite early and transplanting into small pots. When setting out plants, put them several inches 
lower in the ground than they stood in the pot, in order that they will not dry out. To obtain 
early Tomatoes, cut back two or three of the branches of the vines, or pinch off a few of the flowers. 
Later in the season stake and tie up the plants for support. The numerous varieties offer a chance 
to select a great variation in plants and product according to size, color, quality, and use. tomatoes 
that have not ripened at the end of the season may be taken from the vines and placed in empty 
coldframes, or wrapped in tissue paper and carefully packed in flat boxes, where a large proportion 
of them will ripen from time to time, frequently until Christmas.

ABOUT LAWNS AND LAWN GRASS SEED 

Formation of Lawns from Seed 

There is nothing more attractive than a well-kept lawn. 

Many things are to be considered in connection with the making and proper care of lawns. A 
good lawn cannot be made in one season, success coming only through intelligent care for a period 
of years. 

The ground should be thoroughly drained and well prepared. The soil ought not to be too rich, 
as a rapid growth is not wanted in the grasses of a lawn; but the surface should be as much alike 
in quality as possible and thoroughly pulverized. After sowing, the ground should be rolled and 
cross-rolled in order to press the seed firmly into the soil, and ten days or so thereafter a light 
application of Carters Lawn Fertilizer mixed with an equal quantity of good loam or sand, will 
serve to stimulate the growth of the young grasses. The proper time to sow grass seed depends, of 
course, upon the latitude. In the central and eastern states from March 15 to the middle of May is the 
best time; but in favorable seasons the sowing may be done up to July 1. Seed may also be sown 
in the fall, from the latter part of August to the end of September. The sowing should be done 
when the ground is moist, or before an expected rain, and a subsequent rolling is always advis- 
able. As to weeds in newly-made lawns, it may not be generally known that many weed seeds 
actually lie dormant in the ground for six or seven years and will germinate and make their 
appearance when the soil is turned up. The annual wild grasses, such as crab grass or summer 
grass, must be pulled up by the roots before they ripen their seed in the fall. 

Rolling. As soon as the frost is out of the ground in the spring, the land should be gone over 
with a heavy roller. Winter frosts loosen the soil, and rolling is necessary to compress it again. 
Roll frequently. 

Mowing. All turf-forming grasses are improved, both in vigor of root-growth and in fineness 
of texture, by frequent mowings. It is impossible to say just how often the grass should be 
mown, as that depends upon the rate at which it grows. Too close cutting should be guarded 
against, however, especially during the hot summer months, when the roots require some top- 
growth to protect them from the burning sun. A good top-growth is also necessary to protect 
the roots from severe winter frosts. 

To Grass a Bank or a Terrace. For each square rod, take a pound of Terrace Lawn Grass 
Seed and mix it thoroughly with 6 cubic feet of good, dry garden loam; place in a tub, and add 
liquid manure, diluted with about two-thirds of water, so as to bring the whole to the consistency 
of mortar. The slope must be made perfectly smooth, and then well watered, after which the paste 
should be applied, making it as even and thin as possible. 

It is a good plan to sow on good land, in any out-of-the-way place, strips for sod to be used 
for patching poor parts of the lawn, or for grass borders, etc. The best mixture of seed for this 
purpose is Kentucky Blue Grass, Fancy Red-Top, Perennial Rye Grass and Red Fescue.

CHOICE FLOWER SEEDS 

Cultural Hints 

Flower seeds are usually divided into Annuals, those living one year; Biennials, 
those living two years, and usually not flowering until the second year ; and Perennials, 
those living from year to year. Annuals may be made to flower much earlier and 
many Biennials and Perennials may be made to flower the first year by starting early 
in hot beds or in a window in the house. 

For starting in the house, take shallow boxes about three inches in depth and 
bore half inch holes in the boxes for drainage. Fill the box full of 1/3 good loam or 
garden soil, 1/3 Rex Humus (leaf mold will do) and 1/3 well rotted manure mixed 
thoroughly together and sifted through a fine sieve. Press lightly and sow seed on top 
of the soil, and cover lightly pressing the earth lightly with a board. A good rule for 
covering seed in the house is to cover about three times the thickness of one seed, but 
some seeds, such as Celosia Childsi must not be covered even as much as this. Fine 
seeds like Petunia' should be sown on top of the ground and just pressed in with the 
hand, watered with a fine spray and covered with a pane of glass until they come up, 
then the glass should be removed. Be careful not to water the young plants too much 
as it will cause them to damp off. 

When the young plants are well out of the seed-leaf, they must be transplanted to 
new boxes setting them about one inch apart, or they may be transplanted into pots, 
setting them around the edge of the pot, about one inch apart. 

Transplant to the garden when the ground warms up. 

In sowing in the open ground, have the seed bed well pulverized and cover the seed 
from 5 to 8 times the size of the seed, and press the ground lightly over them to 
preserve the moisture.

Through the skill of specialists the Sweet Pea 
has become much larger and lovelier than before 
it became so popular. There are flowers of quite 
distinct shapes, some of which are a great im- 
provement upon the Sweet Pea of the old type. 
For garden decoration it is now grown in clumps 
and in separate colors. The plants are more ro- 
bust, dwarf and branching, and bloom more freely, 
some varieties showing three or four blooms on 
a stem. 

A deep, rich, moist soil is best suited to Sweet 
Peas, hence a trench should be dug 1% feet deep 
and filled with very best loam mixed with bone 
meal or well-rotted manure. The vines are usu- 
ally grown in double rows, with a wire trellis or a 
row of brush between. For each double row 
make the drills about 12 inches deep, and 9 to 10 
inches apart. Sow plentifully, covering about 2 
inches deep, and, by degrees, as the vines grow up, 
fill the trenches with soil, and thin out to about 
2 or 3 inches apart. Spring sowings should be 
made jusf as early as the ground can be pre- 
pared, white-seeded varieties should not be sown 
until the ground is .fairly warm. The earliest 
flowers are from seed sown in fall, preferably in 
a dry situation and 6 to 8 inches deep, giving 
them level culture.

For the best 
results they should be planted in good loam that 
has been well mixed with an abundant supply of 
well-rotted stable or other manure. The beds 
should be spaded 2 feet deep or more, and the 
soil well pulverized. Water should be applied 
abundantly at all times, but good drainage is 
essential. 

Cannas are most effective when planted in 
masses, either alone or in combination with salvia 
(scarlet sage) and bordered with coleus or other 
dwarf-growing bedding plants. They are also 
frequently used with some of the tall-growing 
ornamental grasses, with which striking combina- 
tions can often be secured. They do best in sunny 
situations, and should be set out about 2 feet 
apart each way.
